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Celebration Had ‘Momentum All Its Own’

A fitting Celebration it was, one which 
Headmaster Theodore Sizer was heard to 
say, ‘‘had a momentum all its own.”’ 

Hundreds of townspeople joined in the 
four-day Phillips Academy Bicentennial 
party along with untold students, parents 
and alumni, and there was, as promised, 
‘something for everyone.” 

From PA’s presentation of a handmade 
flag to the Town of Andover, to the world 
premiere performance oof Alumnus 
Daniel Pinkham’s ‘‘What Do You Want 
From Me?’’, to the giant ‘‘A’’ of balloons 
lifting skyward after the parade, to the 
fireworks in the middle of Saturday 
night’s rainstorm and the signing of 
‘“‘America,’’ aS written here in 1832, there 
was excitement. 

The Town of Andover’s big day was 
Thursday, and residents and visitors filled 
the enormous Case Memorial Cage for a 
Town-Academy Assembly just before 
noon. 

Selectman Chairman Albert Cole and 
Headmaster Theodore Sizer both praised 
the 200-year-old give and take between An- 
dover and Town and Andover the 
Academy, that began, Sizer noted, when 
Eliphalet Pearson was stolen from the 
town school to be PA’s first headmaster. 

Cole presented Sizer with a framed copy 
of the Selectmen’s proclamation honoring 
the celebration, and PA’s Frederick Stott 
presented a flag, complete with the Town 
Seal, to Norma Gammon, who headed up 
the town part of the Bicentennial. 

State Senator William Saltonstall, in his 
keynote address, recalled his days at An- 
dover (the academy), as did town resident 
Philip K. Allen. 

The town fathers and schoolmen were 
there front row center and representatives 
from Andover High School sat up front, 
while AHS’s Madrigal Chorus and the PA 


Brass Ensemble traded off in the music 
department. 

An enormous buffet luncheon followed 
in the old and new gyms, and the party- 
goers ventured off to see the various 
media presentations, stage shows and 
athletic events planned for the day. 

Andover High came from behind to win 
5-3 on the baseball diamond, in the first of- 
ficial contest between the two schools. 

Residents took a backseat to parents 
and alumni on Friday, but turned out in 
force again Saturday for the Grand 
Parade. It was complete with George 
Washington on horseback, his “‘nephews’’ 
running along side calling, ‘‘Uncle 
George, Uncle George, please send us to 
Andover.”’ 

The parade turned out to be so popular, 
in fact, that spectators who watched it on 
Main Street ran over to School Street to 
catch it coming back again. Other 
favorites included the replica of the Abbot 
iron gates by the Abbot Cluster, and a 
giant balloon tagged, ‘‘200 years of Hot 
Air.”’ 

The crowds followed along up to the 
Great Lawn, where thousands of balloons 
were let go, the Andover Co. of Militia 
fired its salute, and the Convocation for 
Rededication was called to order before 
representatives from Andover public 
schools and other prep schools and 
colleges around’ the country. 

The musical and dramatic presentations 
that had continued through three days 
were capped Saturday night by the ex- 
travaganza ‘Carmina Burana,”’ and with 
its cast of 400 singers and musicians from 
the school and the town. And then, as the 
rain came down in sheets, the fireworks 
went up, their sounds reverberating louder 
than life off the clouds, and those who 
braved the elements down to some plain 
old celebrating.

Postal Service 


We are at a loss to understand why postal service has 
been altered so, since the move of Carriers and clerks to 
Lawrence several months ago. 

When the move was announced, postal authorities 
guaranteed that there would be no change in service, in 


fact, it was stated that if anything, service would be im- . 


proved. 

But as the weeks and months have passed, we view 
the service as being far less than what Andover 
Customers received when all of the work was Carried on 
at the Main street post office. 

Deliveries seem to be later to homes. 

Box service is off by some two to three hours, accor- 
ding to businessmen. 

And we remain curious as to why moving of 
operations to a location a few miles away should have 
any bearing on such delays. 

Let us first hold blameless the carriers and clerks. 
They can only process what is provided them, and, in 
their usual efficiency carry out their appointed rounds. 

But somewhere along the line there must be a 
breakdown, or Something which is contributing to the 
delays. 

Local businessmen dependent on the postal service 
for orderly conduct of their enterprises, have found the 
delays in box deliveries costly. 

They have clerks and secretaries on board to process 
the mail and do accounting procedures at an early hour, 
based on the manner in which they formerly received 
their daily mail. 

Now, these employees are idled by what their 
employers tell us is a two-hour delay in receiving their

morning mail. 

Further mystifying is the delay experienced in the 
processing of some local mail. 

Within the past few weeks, a letter was sent to this of- 
fice, postmarked Friday afternoon. It did not arrive in 
the postal box until Tuesday morning. 


Andover and the U. S. Postal Service have been at 


odds for the past few years regarding the location of a 
new facility. After several months of disagreement 
between Andover administrators and postal officials, 
the matter seemed resolved when announcement was 
made that the central office would remain in the Cen- 
tral Business District. All but customer services would 
be moved to the Lawrence post office, with no loss in 
local service, postal officials promised. 

There were many who looked upon the plan with skep- 
ticism, as regarding the service, even though it was felt 
the town won a victory in retaining the downtown post 
office. 

The skepticism now seems warranted and deepened 
by the prospects of construction of a major postal ser- 
vice processing plant in Woburn in the not too distant 
future. 

If the service in Andover has declined through the 
rather limited move to Lawrence, what could be ex- 
pected, if operations are eventually shifted to Woburn? 

There has been a recent increase in postal rates. 
Computers have been introduced to mail processing. 
The general public has put ZIP in its mail. 

It is unreasonable to expect that modernization, con- 
solidation, or whatever, should improve service, rather 
than result in decline?

WASHINGTON -- Too 
many doctors put their 
pocketbooks ahead of their 
patients. This is the opin- 
ion of Federal Trade Com- 
mission investigators, who 
have been probing the 
practices of the medical 
profession. 

Some doctors, in the 
opinion of the federal 
investigators, have en- 
gaged in illegal practices. 
They have frozen out doc- 
tors who try to set up low- 
cost health care centers. 
This has been done through 
medical societies, which 
have created quiet monop- 
olies in one town after 
another. 

Doctors have also taken 
control of many insurance 
firms. The firms pay the 
doctors exorbitant fees for 
their services. All these. 
practices are aimed at re- 
ducing the number of com- 
petitors and maintaining 
high fees. 

The investigators be- 
lieve the doctors are 
largely to blame, there- 
fore, for the skyrocketing 
costs of health care. 
Health, Education and 
Welfare Secretary Joseph 
A. Califano Jr. has sent 
documents to the White 
House, describing the im- 
pact of high medical costs 
upon the populace. 

Millions have been finan- 
cially ruined by a serious 
family illness because they 
can’t afford health ser- 
vices. This has also left 
under-served persons, par- 
ticularly minorities, in 
worse health than the gen- 
eral population. 

For example, the life 
expectancy of migrant 
workers is 49 years. This is 
24 years below the national

average. Califano’s docu- 
ments also show that 45 
million Americans have ei- 
ther inadequate health in- 
surance or no coverage at 
all. 

President Carter 
promised during the 1976 
campaign to push national 
health insurance. Now we 
have learned that some 
Cabinet members and 
White House aides have 
urged him to wait until 
next year to begin the 
battle. They thought it 
would be best not to stir up 
another huge controversy 
until the 1978 election is out 
of the way. 

But labor leaders have 
reminded the president 


that he promised to push . 


for national health insur- 
ance quickly. Aides have 
also pointed out that polls 
show a majority of Ameri- 
cans favor the idea. 

Some aides argued that 
Sen. Edward Kennedy, D.- 
Mass., would get all the 
credit for national health 
insurance if the president 
doesn’t act soon. 

It could be a bitter, 
bloody battle. The Ameri- 
can Medical Association 
will fight the legislation 
because national health in- 
surance could end up regu- 
lating and reducing doc- 
tors’ fees. And nothing 
Stirs up the AMA like a 
battle to protect doctors’ 
fees.

World Series, Kentucky 
Derby and Indianapolis 500 
combined. 

This means Argentina 
will be in the world spot- 
light during the three-week 
competition. But the 
soccer matches will proba- 
bly divert public attention 
from a bigger story. For 
behind the World Cup com- 
petition, Argentina is also 
the scene of frequent kid- 
nappings, killings and tor- 
tures. 

These have occurred un- 
der the strong-arm leader- 
Ship of Argentina’s 
ruggedly handsome, mus- 
tachioed dictator, Gen. 
Jorge Videla. He is so 
concerned about the unfa- 
vorable publicity that he 
has hired a New York 
public relations firm to 
improve his image. 

The firm is  Burson- 
Marsteller. It will be paid 
$1.2 million to make the 
dictator look good. 

The firm has advised 
Videla to exploit the World 
Cup matches. We have 
seen the firm’s confiden- 
tial report to the dictator. 
The World Cup, it sug- 
gests, should enable the 
Videla regime to present 
itself ‘‘in an extremely fa- 
vorable and positive 
light.’’ 

The firm recommended 
a communications pro- 
gram that would focus the 
spotlight on Argentina’s 
tourism, food, night life 
and other attractions. It 
suggested using Argentine 
sports figures to help with 
the campaign. 

A spokesman for the 
firm told us sadly that the 
dictatorship has decided 
not to adopt its World Cup 
recommendations.
